Shovel 
Walks- 
Or Else 


Village trustees hope to 
keep pace with old man 
winter in Arlington Heights 
w hen they consider a snow 
removal ordinance at Mon­ 
day night’s adjourned vil­ 
lage board meeting. 


The ordinance will, if pass­ 
ed, require residents to clear 
their sidewalks prior to IO 
a.m., excepting on Sundays, 
of snow7 that fell the previous 
day and during 
the 
night. 
Sunday’s snow must be clear­ 
ed by IO a.m. Monday. 
It further provides that if 
sidewalks are iced they must 
be strewn by the 
property 
owner with ashes, sand 
or 
sawdust.

• 
IN ORDER to give public 
works an opportunity to clear 
the streets of snow the ordi­ 
nance 
limits 
parking 
on 
streets when snow is falling 
and for eight hours after snow 
stops falling, if the snow on 
the street exceeds one inch. 
to three minutes for loading 
and unloading passengers and 
30 minutes for property. Vil­ 
lage Manager L. A. Hanson 
notes, however, that the park­ 
ing restriction may be chang­ 
ed to merely ban parking on 
public streets between t h e 
hours of IO p.m. and 6 a.m. 
when snow is on the ground. 
Penalty for violation of the 
ordinance is a fine ranging 
from $5 to $100. 
Hanson says the village is 
well equipped for winter with 
eight pieces of snow removal 
equipment and IOO tons of salt 
ready to go. 


EQUIPMENT includes four 
scrapers, three plows and a 
power loader. 
Two of 
the 
scrapers and the loader were 
purchased during the p a s t 
year at a cost of $7,900. The 
power loader is the only one 
of its kind in the northwest 
suburban area, says Hanson 
As was done last year, snow 
will be plowed to the middle 
of streets to allow people get­ 
ting out of cars 
access 
to 
sidewalks.

High school district 214 
residents Saturday approv­ 
ed by more than a two to 
one margin a $3.9 million 
bond issue to build and 
equip a 2500 student high 
school in Elk Grove town­ 
ship. 
The final tally was 2,754 to 
1,297 in favor of the proposi­ 
tion, 13 ballots being spoiled. 
Each of the 17 precincts pass­ 
ed the measure, and in most 
cases by rather large major! 
ties. 
Closest balloting 
occurred 
in Mt. Prospect, where Cen­ 
tral school (241-222) and Lin 
coin school (283-248) voters 
gave the issue a narrow vic­ 
tory. 
With the exception of 
North school (152-137), Arling 
ton Heights precincts carried 
the proposition by large per 
centages. 
ELK GROVE,

P r o s p e c t 
Heights gave overwhelming 
approval to the proposal, as 
did smaller groups of voters

i Board of education presi­

“pretty good sized vote.” “We 
were pleased with the 
en­ 
dorsement of the program by 
the voters,” he went on to 
say, “particularly in the fact 
that the issue carried in ev­ 
ery part of the district.”

tween Algonquin and Golf rds., 
in Elk Grove township, is to 
be ready for the school year, 
1962-63.

“The $3.9 million 
worth of bonds will be sold on 
competitive basis in th e 
next several months, at a time 
we hope will be advantageous 
to the district,” Dougan stat­ 
ed.

Husband Dies on Day 
Of His Wife's Burial 


He literally couldn’t live 
without her. 
This was the opinion of 
doctors and friends when 
Donald Scherrer, 44, of 4 
N. Reuter, A r l i n g t o n 
Heights, died the d a y of 
his wife’s funeral last week. 
The tragic deaths of the par­ 
ents, three days apart, cli­ 
maxed nearly four years of 
unbearable pain, rare cour­ 
age, 
unwavering faith and 
anxiety over the family’s four 
children ranging in age from 
six to 16. 
The family found a year of 
happiness in their new home 
in the village before discover­ 
ing that the mother, Cather­ 
ine, 43, had cancer. As time 
passed, her suffering was ob­ 
vious, but she never com­ 
plained, neighbors note. 
In 
fact when her illness was 
mentioned, she always said 
she felt fine and considered 
herself lucky for having such 
a wonderful family.

SHORTLY AFTER her ill­ 
ness was discovered, it was 
found that Donald had a heart 
condition complicated by a 
lung disease. 
He continued 
to work, however, at his job 
of photo-engraving. 
Medical bills piled up, sav­ 
ings disappeared, 
mortgage 
payments fell behind, and still 
the couple managed to give 
their children more love and 
attention than most parents 
do, neighbors note. 
“When you visited them 
you always came away feel­ 
ing better. She was so cheer­ 
ful she made her problems 
seem small. She used to say 
‘don’t worry about me, think 
of all the people that are 


worse off,’ ” 
neighbor. 
recalls another 


ACQUAINTANCES wonder­ 
ed where the couple got the 
strength to carry on. “Doc­ 
tors said they lived longer 
than could have reasonably 
been 
expected 
because 
of 
their love for one another and 
their family. They were try­ 
ing to be strong for each 
other,” notes a close friend. 
“He worshipped the ground 
she walked on,” said another. 
The diseases took their toll, 
however,

There are few things which 
will brighten up a room or 
lend a friendly atmosphere as 
well as fresh flowers. 
Every 
florist 
uses 
a l l 
means available to him to 
get your flowers to you in 
the best possible condition, 
but it is up to the recipient to 
take proper measures to in­ 
sure maximum life of the 
flowers. 
When the flowers are re­ 
ceived, about b to I inch of 
the bottom of the stem should 
be cut off, and the stems 
immediately 
immersed 
in 
warm water. If possible the 
flowers should be placed in 
a cool place for a couple of 
hours 
until 
they 
pick 
up 
water.

AN IMPORTANT factor in 
keening flowers fresh is the 
acidity or pH of the water 
in which they are placed. 
Research 
has 
shown 
that 
flowers definitely keep better 
if the water is on the acid 
side. Most water supplies in 
our area are on the alkaline 
side, and addition of an acid 
such as citric acid to the 
water will usually be of con­ 
siderable help in the keeping 
of cut flowers. Citric acid is 
available in most drug stores. 
Aspirin is sometimes used for 
this purpose. 
Different types of flowers 
vary in the length of time 
they will 
stay 
fresh 
after 
they are cut. Some, such as 
carnations 
and

mums will keep from two to 
three weeks if the stems are

Our 
Illinois Constitution provides 
simply that the General As­ 
sem bly 
shall 
provide 
a 
thorough and 
efficient 
sys­ 
tem of free schools, whereby 
all children of this state m ay 
receive 
a 
good 
common 
school education. 
Under the foregoing con­ 
stitutional 
authority, 
it 
is 
generally conceded th at the 
state could, if 
it 
saw 
fit 
m anage completely the cur­ 
ricula, 
conduct, 
and entire 
operation of our schools. The 
state, 
however, 
has 
never 
chosen to exercise fully such 
broad authority. 
On the contrary, the legis­ 
lature has persistently recog­ 
nized the desirability of local 
control of our school system . 
It has accordingly lim ited its 
authority 
prim arily to 
pre­ 
scribing the types of organ­ 
ization of the various school 
districts. 
Thus, the legislature pro­ 
vides 
for 
the 
organization 
of schools into various types 
of school districts.

BUT THERE IS not a single 
prohibition against the teach­ 
ing of any 
subject in 
our 
schools. The Legislature has 
been reluctant to impose any 
such prohibitions. This is con­ 
sonant with the current be­ 
lief that such 
m atters 
are 
better handled by the local 
school authorities. 
In spite of the launching of 
Sputnik, there is no require­ 
m ent imposed by the state 
regarding 
the 
teaching 
of 
sciences. 
There 
is 
general 
agreem ent that local educa­ 
tors are best equipped to pre­ 
scribe the details of the local 
schools’ curriculum . 
No one denies, I believe, 
that the legislature has com­ 
plete authority to prescribe 
and fix, either in general or 


specific term s, 
the 
subject 
m atter 
of 
courses 
to 
be 
taught. All professional edu­ 
cators 
concede 
this 
point. 
But the legislature and pro­ 
fessional educators universal­ 
ly agree that the legislature 
should not serve as a board 
of education 
for 
our local 
schools. Rather, such author­ 
ity should be left with and 
exercised by the locally elect­ 
ed school authorities. 
In 
other words, 
there is 
dem onstrably in this state a 
general agreem ent that our 
local schools should be per­ 
m itted to 
operate 
with

minimum of interference by 
the state legislature.

A noted psychobiologist said 
last night that the study of 
stress and anxiety in animals 
Is shedding much light on 
human problems. 
Speaking at Forest hospital. 
Des Plaines, Dr. Howard S. 
Liddell of Cornell university 
told how conditioned reflex ex­ 
periments on sheep and goats 
were helping to make clear 
the ties between stress, anxi-, 
ety and illness. 
The animals studies show, j 
Dr.. Liddell said, that stress I 
and anxiety not only result! 
in neurosis, but can bring on 
actual physical disease.

THE 
CORNELL 
scientist 
appeared as second lecturer; 
in 
the 
hospital’s 
annual 
scientific

devoted 
this year to recent develop­ 
ments in psychiatry. His talk 
was discussed by Dr. Thomas 
French, associate director of 
the Chicago Institute for Psy­ 


choanalysis. 
Dr. Liddell told how re­ 
search at the Cornell Behav­ 
ior 
Farm 
laboratory 
had' 
shown 
the 
importance 
of 
mother love in helping off­ 
spring to bear stress. He des­ 
cribed the disastrous effects 
when young goats were separ- j 
ated from their mothers for 
a 
single hour after birth. J 
Even though re-united at the 
end of the hour, the mothers 
neglected 
their 
offspring, 
avoided nursing them and did 
not protect the youngsters 
during play with older kids. 
Half of the youngsters died 
between three and six months 
of age. 
One of the surviving ani­ 


mals was 
followed 
closely 
throughout her life. 
She re­ 
sponded poorly to conditioned 
reflex experiments, was slug­ 
gish and apathetic and was a 
bad mother. 
She gained no 
weight after seven months of 
age and died when only 26 
months old.

EVEN THOUGH her son 
did not undergo separation 
from her, he suffered from 
her inability to provide prop­ 
er maternal care. As a re­ 
sult he was undersized, under­ 
developed sexually and had 
defective 
responses 
to 
his 
surroundings. Unable to bear 
the stress of the conditioned 
reflex experiments, he died 


before he was two years old. 
In certain animals, Dr. Lid­ 
dell noted, loneliness—an im­ 
portant 
stress 
factor — can 
lead to emotional breakdown 
and even death. Monkeys and 
dogs respond to isolation, he 
said, by becoming withdrawn 
and apathetic. In lambs and 
kids, he added, it can lead to 
fatal illness. 
Monotony, 
confusion 
and 
over-stimulation, Dr. Liddell i 
said, were other important 
stress factors being investi­ 
gated in animals. 
Although. 
he added, different species 
show different initial reac­ 
tions, stresses that create se­ 
vere anxieties can cause per­ 
manent neuroses in all.

He then went on to com­ 
pare the facilities offered 
his wife to those of a first- 
class hotel in nearby Chi­ 
cago. 
“Why, at the best hotel in 
town she could have had a 
suite of rooms, room service 
for all her meals, and en­ 
joyed swimming pool privi­ 
leges for less than that.”

of comparison 
the

Hospital as­ 
sociation finds “odious.’' 
“For on± thing,” says Mrs. 
Marjorie Lawson,

“hotel linen need not be ster­ 
ile, hotels do not operate on 
a ratio of 2 employees for 
each guest, and hotels do not 
purchase and maintain ex­ 
pensive equipment and per­ 
sonnel.” 


AXD SO THE argum e n t 
runs. The public, noting the 
similarity in accommodations 
between hospitals and hotels, 
is quick to pick up the com­ 
parison, often overlooking the 
dissimilarities which are the 
prime factors in the mount­ 
ing costs that face every hos­ 
pital in the nation. 
America’s

tals in the majority are non­ 
profit 
institutions, 
exempt 
from federal and local taxes 
and 
are * supported 
in the

they serve* They receive do­ 
nations from the public, large 
philanthropic gifts from the 
few, and federal grants in aid 
in 
addition 
to 
their tax- 
exempt status. 
One spanking new hospital 
serving northwest suburban 
Chicago was opened recent­ 
ly at a cost of almost $3 
million. Of this sum, more 
than half was contributed by 
private 
subscriptions, 
$600,- 
000 came from a federal Hill- 
Burton grant, and a relative-1 
Iv small mortgage of $650,- 
000 was taken 
out 
on

Speaking at a conference of 
the Women’s Hospital Auxil­ 
iaries, he noted some prog­ 
ress in recent years at rais­ 
ing hospital w'ages and said: 
“If we are to attract the 
necessary 
skills 
to 
render 
modern hospital service, fur­ 
ther salary increases will be 
necessary.” 
A former president of the 
AHA, Brown told his women 
listeners that “the survival 
of the voluntary hospital sys 
tem depends on the prompt 
solution of this problem.” 
Keeping salaries down has 
not been the only method em ­ 
ployed by hospitals of paring 
pennies off the medical dol­ 
lar. According to IHA’s Dav­ 
id Kinzer, hospitals are con­ 
ducting courses and experi­ 
ments 
in 
reducing

work, streamlining functions 
and techniques, and in gen­ 
eral studying industrial meth­ 
ods that have paid off. 
Kinzer says these methods 
have limited use in hospitals, 
how'ever, because of “T h e 
nature of a hospital — its 
individual services.”

OK, all you Northwestern followers, we’re ready for a 
rebuttal. 
We rarely devote this column to a forthcoming college 
football game, but as an Illinois grad, surrounded by NU 
alumns at the newspaper, we feel something must be said 
about this key Big Ten clash Saturday in Champaign. 
Few football games ever possess the ingredients which 
make Saturday’s clash a box office dream. Here is a North­ 
western team fighting to stay alive in the Rose Bowl picture. 
Here is an Illinois team which 
came from behind to stop Wiscon­ 
sin in last Saturday’s TV thriller. 
Here is the farewell appearance 
of the dean of Big Ten coaches, 
Ray Eliot. 
The Illinois-Northwestern riv­ 
alry has always been one of the 
outstanding attractions of college 
football. 
Both schools have had 
their ups and downs in football, but 
they’re 
definitely 
above-average 
this fall. 
Northwestern started off fast, 
despite a series of key injuries, but 
Ara Parseghian’s Wildcats have 
now taken a sudden reversal of 
form, 
dropping two straight to 
Wisconsin and Michigan State. 
Illinois has played possibly the roughest schedule in the 
country, catching five of its opponents when they were rated 
among the nation’s elite. Eliot’s final aggregation has pick­ 
ed up four victories and one tie in eight contests. 
Both clubs possess big, hard-hitting lines. 
North­ 
western's Jim Andreotti is as good a center as you'll 
find in collegiate ranks this fall. Illinois has Bill Burrell, 
a 205-pounder who is an All-American guard if there 
ever was one. 
Both clubs possess capable backfields. Northwestern’s 
Ron Burton is a dangerous break-away threat, equipped with 
tremendous reactions and speed. Mike Stock gives the Wild­ 
cats power up the middle, and Ray Purdin and John Talley 
round out the starting backfield alignment. 
Talley has filled in for the injured Dick Thornton and 
although he has done an adequate job, he’s no Thornton. 
Illinois has one of the most promising fullbacks in 
the country in Bill Brown, a 210-pound junior. Brown is 
starting to come into his own, and his performance 
against Wisconsin last Saturday was an impressive ef­ 
fort. In addition, the mini have a :09.6 sprinter in Soph 
Johnny Counts, who could break any game wide open 
with his elusiveness.

Not one key individual in Illinois’ offensive backfield will 
graduate next June, giving Eliot’s successor as head coach 
a nice package to work with in 1960. 
Eliot’s retirement brings us to the final item in these 
pre-game ramblings. 
Coach of the Year in 1951 and head man at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois for 17 seasons, Ray Eliot will how out 
of coaching after Saturday's finale. He has produced 
three conference champions and has only finished in the 
cellar once. 
Yes, Illinois appears to have a lot going for it for Satur­ 
day’s contest 
As Northwestern’s Parseghian has said, “It’s tough 
enough to play a Ray Eliot-coached team. But this year 
we have to catch them in Champaign and in Ray's final 
game as head coach.'* 
We like Illinois by one touchdown, 20-13. 
Now, we’ll sit back and listen to our cohorts expound on 
the reasons Northwestern’s Wildcats will win Saturday after­ 
noon. 
Quick quote from Illinois athletic director Dong 
Mills after tile mini's last second, 9-6 win over Wisconsin 
last Saturday in a televised game: “With such a dramatic 
finish, I wonder if they'll accuse us of one of those TV 
fixes and conduct a congressional investigation!**

COACH JOHN ELLIS has the same wrestling prob­ 
lems at Palatine as he had last year. There are too many 
good boys at the same weights and at other weights he 
lacks strong competitors.

Tollway Speed Limit To Go Up to 
m.p.h. 


Passenger car speed lim its 
on 
the 
Tri-State 
Tollway 
around Chicago from Indiana 
to Wisconsin will be raised 
to 65 miles per hour in the 
near future. 
This w’as announced Friday 
by Charles M. Burgess, chair­ 
m an of the Illinois State Toll 
Highway 
Commission, 
who 
said that the commission will 
approve the increased speed 
lim its at a m eeting here to­ 
day. 


Burgess said that today’s 
action will bring the 60 mile- 
per-hour lim it on the Tri-State 
Tollw ay in Cook county in line 
with the 65-mph lim it now in 
effect on the Lake county por­ 
tion and on state highways. 
The change will be effec­ 
tive as soon as posted speed 
limit signs on the 83-mile Tri­ 
state Tollway can be changed. 
Charles L. Dearing, execu­ 
tive director of the comm is­ 
sion, said that the commission 


has moved slowly on raising 
speed limits until it was as­ 
sured that proposed increases 
would 
not adversely 
affect 
the safety record established 
on the tollway.

The Way We See It 


Retarded Children 
Need Our Support 


This is National Retarded Children’s 
week, a most fitting time to review 
what services are available in the north­ 
west suburbs for the retarded and 
handicapped. 
All retarded children are mentally 
handicapped. All handicapped children 
are not retarded, however. 
Local groups affiliated with the Illi­ 
nois Council on Mentally Retarded 
Children are the Countryside associa­ 
tion and the Northwest Suburban Aid 
for the Retarded. 
In addition, the city of Rolling Mead­ 
ows is the home of the Clearbrook 
School for Retarded and Little City, 
south of Palatine, is the first residential 
school for retarded. 
Many school districts offer special 
classes for the blind, deaf, perceptually 
handicapped, and educable mentally 
handicapped (EMH). 
The Countryside school in Barring­ 
ton, now seven years old, works with 20 
trainable handicapped children (I.Q. be­ 
low 50). These children attend class 
from 9:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. each day 
and are kept happy and taught simple 
skills. 
Only under a strictly supervised 
working situation with one who under­ 
stands their problems, can they support 
themselves as adults. 
In Park Ridge the Northwest Sub­ 
urban Aid for the Retarded sponsors 
vocational training for retarded young 
adults and children in Mount Prospect, 
Arlington Heights, Des Plaines, and 
Park Ridge. The shelter program is 
geared to individual social, cultural, and 
economic development within a person’s 
capacities. Training includes weaving, 
leather work, assembling, envelope stuf­ 
fing and other mailing services. 
At the Clearbrook school, 15 stu­ 
dents attend class from 9 a.m. until 
noon. They are taught to speak, simple 
vocabulary, muscle coordination, and 
simple forms of reading and wanting. 
The philosophy behind the Little 
City residential community is to provide 
an environment of love and organiza­ 
tion where children can find security 
and peace, yet remain near their homes. 
All children are provided with the 
means for a useful existence for the 
rest of their lives. 
Wheeling teaches two blind children 


in the regular classroom. They use 
Braille readers and participate in regu­ 
lar reading groups, drawing periods, 
and normal classroom activities. 
Elk Grove has a class for the deaf 
that serves area students. 
Wheeling has a room, started this 
year, for the perceptually handicapped 
child — the child who doesn’t perceive, 
communicate, or relate things the way 
a normal child does because of improper 
functioning or damage to the brain. 
Special classes are held for EMH 
elementary students in Mt. Prospect 
and Palatine. Arlington Heights has a 
high school EMH room. 
All children in special schools or 
special rooms are fortunate. All are 
handicapped — some through birth in­ 
jury, some through imperfect prenatal 
development, some through accident or 
illness. 
Present services in this area for 
these children are just a mere begin­ 
ning. A campaign in progress this week 
merits the support of every person, be 
they paients of handicapped or normal 
children or not parents at all. 
Educators know that the severely 
handicapped child in the regular class­ 
room hinders the advancement of oth­ 
ers. Nor can the handicapped child in 
the regular classroom learn. 
The handicapped child who is not 
in any school is being deprived of the 
constitutional right of equal education­ 
al opportunities for all. 
When a child is not allowed to de­ 
velop according to his full potential, he 
becomes a drag upon society. 
With special training, the trainably 
handicapped child can become adjusted, 
even assume simple manual tasks. The 
EMH child can support himself with 
special 
education. 
The 
perceptually 
handicapped child can often be taught 
enough to return to the regular class­ 
room. Some have gone on to college. 
Some will always need a special room. 
There are many kinds of handicaps. 
Present facilities can handle only a few 
types and a limited number of children 
because of insufficient funds a^d facili­ 
ties. 
With your interest and support, 
need research, training, and building 
can continue to expand present schools 
and establish new ones. 


For Happy Thanksgiving, 


Make It a Safe Holiday 


It would be interesting to discover, 
in this era of motivation research, what 
the word “holiday” means to most peo­ 
ple. What is the first thing that flashes 
to mind when the word is mentioned? 
Time off from work? A trip? An 
excuse to celebrate? A tragic accident 
toll? 
U n f ortunately, truthful answers 
probably would place all of those high­ 
er on the list than the true meaning of 
the holiday. And ifs especially unfor­ 
tunate that holidays must have an as­ 
sociation with high accident tolls. 
Thanksgiving, 
with 
the 
deepest 
spiritual significance, is one of the dead­ 
liest holidays of all, according to the 
National Safety Council. Ironically, it 
achieves this terrible distinction pre­ 
cisely because we want it to be such a 


wonderful occasion. 
It is a sentimental holiday. People 
will drive long distances for the tradi­ 
tional family reunion, undaunted by the 
wrorst weather. More travel — especial­ 
ly winter travel at highway speeds — 
means more accidents. 
It is a convivial holiday. The joyous 
spirit of the occasion is too often sought 
in liquid form. 
This deadly conjunction of the throt­ 
tle and bottle has dimmed the true 
radiance of that first Thanksgiving. 
The National Safety Council has 
asked for church leadership during this 
holiday season to point out that acci­ 
dent prevention is practical religion, and 
that good will toward men can find no 
finer expression than behind the wheel 
of a car.

Scouts, Boy Scouts, Blue­ 
birds, Cub Scouts, Campfire 
Girls. Brownies, Red Cross, 
Salvation Army, Retarded 
Children, Crippled Children, 
Orphaned Children, the hos­ 
pital, church, world relief, 
CARE, Family Service, the 
home and aid society, brain 
research, polio, heart, can- 
c e r, 
leukemia, 
multiple 
sclerosis, nephritis, arthri­ 
tis, tuberculosis, the blind, 
the deaf, or the dumb? 
Fellow fund-raisers, I re- 
g r e t to announce — I’m 
broke. 
I acknowledge it “merits 
support,” but I can no long­ 
er help “meet needs.” 
I VE DECIDED to join 
those uncivic cynics wrho 
have banded together in a 
sort of “There’s-just-getting 
to -be-too-many-of-t h e s e ” 
spirit. 
The proliferation of char­ 
ity drives is ridiculous. A 
visit from a fund-raiser is 
getting to be almost a week­ 
ly 
occurence. 
Or 
so 
it 
seems. 
As a typical resident, I 
can expect to be called up­ 
on for donations to IO to 20 
or more charity appeals. 
No 
o n e 
claims 
these 
aren’t the best of causes. 
They all are—that’s what 
makes it tough to turn any 
of them down or give one 
woman just a buck and an­ 
other a check for SIO. 
SO UNTIL OUR c o m ­ 
munity finally comes to its 
senses and does something 
about this chaos in charity, 
I hereby close the door on 
all donations except to three 
which I consider most im­ 
portant to my welfare and 
the good of the whole com­ 
munity. These three include 
my church, the communi­ 
ty hospital, 
a n d family 
service agency. 
What of the other organ­ 
izations in need of my sup­ 
port? 
The obvious answer to 
these charitable ills is a 
united fund drive, an idea 
which has consistently fail­ 


ed to marshal much in­ 
terest or support among our 
residents. Perhaps the time 
is ripe to reconsider t h e 
plan, if other suburbanites 
are at last as weary as I 
am of the ills of fund rais­ 
ing in the northwest area. 
What are the merits of a 
united appeal? 
FOREMOST, TO those of 
us who answer the doorbell 
at any rate, is that it does 
away with the nuisance and 
impracticality of repeated 
solicitation. 
This feature, however de­ 
sirable, does not constitute 
its main benefit. The finest 
feature of the yearly dona­ 
tion system is that it makes 
for wiser spending of char­ 
itable funds. 
Under the present opera­ 
tion, 
each 
fund-rai s i n g 
group shoots for the moon 
and the bewildered giver 
must try to figure out his 
own budget. In a town with 
a 
Community 
Chest, 
a 
board of local citizens de­ 
cides how much money to 
allot to each member youth 
and welfare agency. They 


take into account such vital 
factors as the kind and 
amount 
of 
service 
each 
agency offers the commun­ 
ity, the source of income of 
each agency and local needs 
for various services. 


*

* 
THIS APPROACH—which 
bases decisions upon expert 
knowledge—is the only fair 
way to distribute such mon­ 
ies. It is fair to the giver, 
to the receiver, to the entire 
community. No group would 
be left out in the cold, dol­ 
lar-wise, because it could­ 
n’t find people to work for 
it. Any group, a school for 
retarded children, 
family 
service 
agency, 
scouting 
council or what have you, 
could join. 
Park Ridge, Des Plaines, 
and Prospect Heights now 
have united plans in opera­ 
tion. 
They have shown the w?ay 
to other northwest suburbs. 
It seems to me that a Com­ 
munity Chest is t h e only 
fair, sensible solution to the 
helter-skelter giving prob­ 
lems of our suburbs. 


So this week I want to 
thank you for providing 
me with a topic. You see, 
I not only write for your 
papers — I read them, 
too. And so I read your 
request for me to explain 
whether as a nation we are 
more 
religious 
than 
we 
used to be. 
THE CONTEXT, as I re­ 
call, was this p a r a d o x : 
you heard a preacher be­ 
moaning the sad state of 
the 
spiritual 
life 
in 
the 
U.S.A. He was 
complain­ 
ing, as if soon the churches 
were to close doors and the 
faith 
would 
pass 
away. 
This 
didn’t 
square 
with 
your own observations of 
full (^lurches and increas­ 
ing interest in religion. 
Here’s my attempt at an 
answer. 
F i r s t of all, I 
wouldn’t take the preacher 
too seriously. It’s mainly a 
matter of speaking. Ever 
since Adam was 50-years- 
old people have been say­ 
ing that the younger gen­ 
eration is lousing things up 
worse than the one that 
preceded it. 
We don’t have 
to 
buy 
that theory. 
People p r o b a b l y are 
about 
equi-distant 
f r o m 
God in every generation, 
and thus equally in need of 
his mercy. I like to illus­ 
trate this with the name of 
a new magazine: The No­ 
ble Savage. Man is a torn 
creature, tugged by his sa­ 
vagery, yet equipped with 
an image of nobility. He 
is always going to be that 
way. If he looks worse in 
a certain generation, it is 
probably because he’s giv­ 
en more creative outlets 
for his mischief. 
SO, TOO, THE religious 
impulse 
may 
appear 
to 
come and go, but 
a 
cer­ 
tain amount of illusion is 


involved when w7e try to 
measure it. 
The old prophet, like the 
preacher you heard on the 
radio, implied that no one 
was left to believe except 
himself. It turned out that 
there were 7000 others: not 
a mean start for a congre­ 
gation of faithful. On the 
other hand, we have 
t o 
learn to get some perspec­ 
tive when it seems as if 
everyone is religious. 
That’s what ifs like in 
the U.S.A. today. Everyone 
seems to be religious. Your 
observation there is cor­ 
rect. I’m up on my figures 
right now because I wrote 
an encyclopedia 
yearbook

It is safe to assume that 
the United States and Great 
Britain would prefer that 
France remain without nu­ 
clear weapons.

tion to suggest she abandon 
her test plans, having them­ 
selves repeatedly spurned 
like pleas by other nations 
until 
Russia 
maneuvered 
them into declaring a mor­ 
atorium on testing until De­ 
cember 31. 
AVOIDING THE

issue of the danger to wTorld 
peace with admission of an­ 
other country to the “atom­ 
ic club,” this country has 
thus far, through its United

that we believe the test can 
be conducted without dan­ 
ger to the surrounding area.

tian faith. But if we probe 
a bit more we can s e e 
that because we are re­ 
ligiously-affiliated we a r e 
not necessarily as religious 
as we should be or, better, 
as Christian as we might 
be. One little sample: pros- 
p e r o u s Americans “tip­ 
ped” God at the rate 
of 
hardly more than a dollar 
a week last year, $62.67 in 
all. You can usually 
tell 
what Americans are think­ 
ing about by the way they 
are 
investing. 
And 
that 
$62.67 wouldn’t go f a r in 
most American homes to­ 
ward white side-walls, col­ 
or television, cigarettes, or 
the subsidy 
to 
the 
bar­ 
tender. We have o t h e r 
things on our mind 
than 
eternity and God. 
We are religious, but we 
are not necessarily Chirs- 
tian as long as we h a v e 
certain gaps to plug 
be­ 
tween Christian claims and 
Christian achievements. 
It is sometimes rather 
difficult, for example, 
t o 
find churches where the vi­ 
sion of the City of 
God 
lifts men from the illusory 
paradise of the City of Man. 
Seldom do we find people 
with a vision of need on 
the other side of the world 
to match that of their lo­ 
cal program and the plush 
of their church parlors. 
Churches 
are 
as often 
used to prolong social in­ 
justice as to remove it. 
As long as kids are hun­ 
gry and hearts are lonely 
and limbs are cold; as long 
as flames of 
h a t e are 
fanned and man is a wolf 
to man; as long as rent- 
gougers gouge and payers- 
off pay off and people are 
v i c t i m i z e d and we as 
Christians sit back in com­ 
fort we cannot claim that 
our religion is yet trans­ 
formed 
into 
Christianity. 
You see, religion can be 
used selfishly. It can fas­ 
cinate 
us with man 
and 
keep us from God. 
I don’t suppose that real 
faith ever appeared in a 
m a s s i v e way, so your 
preacher friend is 
wrong 
again: there 
is 
probably 
as much authentic faith as 
always. But much of your 
observation is of the reli­ 
gion whose hymn is: 
He leadeth me, O bles­ 
sed thought, 
To air-conditioned chap­ 
els fraught 
W i t h cushioned p e w s 
where I may see 
The minister on 
closed 
TV. 
By the way, thanks for 
gray morning’s rn e d i t a- 
tion! 


ly- 
RUSSIA NO doubt would 
also prefer that China go 
without 
nuclear weapons. 
Such will not be the case. 
Thus even if agreement is 
reached by Great Britain, 
the United States and Rus­ 
sia 
on 
stopping 
nuclear 
tests, there will be other 
countries working to acquire 
“the bomb.” 
As members of the “atom­ 
ic club” increase so will 
the chances that an irre­ 
sponsible act, spread of a 
local conflict or a human or

It was distressing, when 
walking around 
town

other day,

am ount of diagonal parking 
perm itted on 
our 
newly, 
widened downtown 
streets 
and, I was shocked to dis­ 
cover 12 hour all-day m eters 
on some of them. 
The prim ary reason for 
the widening of any street 
is to improve property val­ 
ues and the flow7 of traffic. 
It is a fundam ental that ad­ 
ditional parking spaces can 
be created in "off 
street" 
facilities at less cost than 
any other method and, that 
it is economically unsound 
to widen or improve a street 
where a prim e reason for 
such im provem ent is to in­ 
crease parking spaces.

I MADE the initial motion 
for the downtown im prove­ 
m ent seven years ago when 
I was a trustee of the vil­ 
lage and, after my term ex­ 
pired, I continued to serve 
as a m em ber and president 
of the Board of Local Im ­ 
provem ents until all of the 
public hearings were com­ 
pleted and 
the 
contracts 
signed. During these years 
no thought was ever enter­ 
tained that a purpose of the 
im provem ent was 
to 
in­ 
crease 
parking 
facilities. 
For, that was not the case 
and during the m any pub­ 
lic hearings the people were 
assured that the reason for 
the im provem ent was not 
m ore parking spaces. 
We have not kept 
faith 
with the people who were 
assessed by perm itting all 
day parking in front of their 
homes and places of busi­ 
ness. 
We have 
not 
kept 
faith with the 
public 
at 
large for, as a result, we 
have expended public funds 
unwisely. 
In my 
opinion, 
whoever is in charge of the 
parking pattern and parking 
m eter placem ent s h o u l d 
take steps to im m ediately 
rectify an unsound and im ­ 
practical usage of our pub­ 
lic street. 
The 
contracts 
tor 
the 
downtown street 
widening 
projects were let at am ounts 
thousands of 
dollars 
less 
than the estim ated cost. By 
law, assessm ents are spread 
on the basis of 
estim ated 
cost. Where there is a sub­ 
stantial difference between 
estim ated and actual costs a 
refund should be m ade. To 
the best of my knowledge 
both of these projects are 
now complete and all of the 
costs should have been com­ 
piled. 
Therefore, 
refunds 
should be m ade as soon as 
a procedure can be deter­ 
mined.

It’s a safe bet that almost 
everyone 
appreciates 
falls 
cool weather. But it’s also a 
safe bet that persons having 
boxelder trees in their neigh­ 
borhood regret the boxelder 
bug 
invasions

weather brings. 
During the summer these 
bugs stay in or under box- 
elder trees, 
happily eating 
their fill of seed, said Steve 
Moore, entomologist with the 
Illinois natural history sur­ 
vey and University of Illinois 
college of agriculture. 
When cool weather arrives, 
however, the bugs seek pro­ 
tection. 
If 
they

cracks or crevices in

house, they crawl in com­ 
pletely 
uninvited.

warm winter days they bask 
in the sun on the south and 
west walls. 
Those that get Inside do 
not eat anything, Moore said.

More than 75 of the country’s top farm editors and 
industrial representatives were invited to a special “pre­ 
view of research plans” for the University of Illinois’ 
Moorman Animal Breeding research farm. 
The event was held on Monday, Nov. 16, on the uni­ 
versity campus. 
At the preview luncheon, visitors heard first-hand 
reports on the physical building program planned for the 
farm. They also received brief outlines of the proposed 
research programs. 
A $200,000 grant to the uni­ 
versity from the 
Moorman 
manufacturing c o m p a n y . 
Quincy, 111., made it possible 
to establish the farm. 
For 
the 
most 
part, 
re­ 
searchers will concentrate on 
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THE FARM’S physical set­ 
up will allow researchers to 
study management practices 
and

plans will allow

Farm land prices continued 
their upward climb this past 
year. Latest available figures 
are for July. 
At that time 
average prices of Illinois farm 
land w'ere up six per cent 
from year-before levels. The 
United States average was al­ 
so up six per cent. 
Compared with 
20 
years 
ago (1939), both Illinois and 
U.S. land values have more 
than 
tripled 
(Illinois, 
3.8 
times; U. S., 3.4). 
The rise in U.S. land prices 
has been almost continuous 
since 1943. 
In this period of 
16 years, there w'ere only two 
short periods of declining val­ 
ues. One was during the re­ 
cession of 1949-50, just before 
the Korean w'ar. 
The other 
was in the recession of 1952- 
53. just after the Korean war. 
MANY “explanations” are 
given for the rise in farm real 
estate prices. 
Some people 
point to the demand for land 
for nonfarm uses—highways, 
residential sites and industrial 
uses. 
Others say that 
city 
business and p r o f e s sional 
men are bidding prices up. 
Still others list the need for 
farm ers to get more land to 
make better use of their m a­ 
chinery and labor. 
The simple fact is that land 
has been a good investm ent- 
even without good 
manage­ 
ment. Ours is a high-income 
nation. 
We have substantial 
savings to invest each year . . 
each week . . each business 
day. The total amounts to 20 


or 25 billion dollars a year. 
People can put their savings 
into government securities, a 
bank, a savings association, a 
life insurance company, etc. 
But they are not really 
in­ 
vesting them until they spend 
the money to buy a home, a 
factory or a farm. 
Americans 
once 
thought 
that bonds, especially govern­ 
ment bonds, were the safest 
investment. 
But 
now7 
that 
they have learned something 
about inflation, they do not 
want too many bonds. 
The same goes for life in­ 
surance. 
WITH 
INFLATION, 
t h e 
corporation stock m arket has 
gone up. But some stocks go 
down even while the general 
trend is upward. And no one 
knows when the stock m arket 
may begin a general decline. 
S~ investors do not want a full 
load of stocks either. 
Small 
private 
businesses 
are another possibiity for in­ 
vesting savings. But most of 
them are unprofitable and are 
not recommended where se­ 
curity is important. 
Thus many people with sav­ 
ings to invest eventually look 
to farm land as a good place 
to put their money. 
It has 
been a much better invest­ 
ment than bonds and other 
fixed dollar securities. It is 
more profitable 
than 
most 
small nonfarm businesses. Its 
value is more 
dependable 
than that of c o r p o r a t i o n 
stocks. 
Farm ers themselves are the 


biggest buyers of farm land. 
In the 12 
months 
e n d e d 
March I, 1959, 
they 
bought 
more than three-fifths of all 
the farm land sold. 
Farm ers buy and own most 
of the land in the less pro­ 
ductive area of the country. 
In the more productive areas, 
there are always some farm ­ 
ers who make 
considerably 
more than they need for liv­ 
ing expenses. The excess is 
generally invested in 
equip­ 
ment^ livestock — and farm 
land.

Dairy Cattle Error 
Underfeeding 
is 
probably 
the most common dairy cat­ 
tle feeding error in Illinois, 
according to J. G. Cash, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois extension 
dairy specialist. 
Dairy cattle feeding stud­ 
ies show that many Illinois 
dairymen 
are 
underfeeding 
grain to high producers, over­ 
feeding grain to low produc­ 
ers 
and 
feeding 
too little 
roughage to both high and 
low producers. 
It’s good business to feed 
all cows enough to keep them 
producing at or near their 
maximum level. Last year’s 
records show that cows pro­ 
ducing 500 pounds of butter­ 
fat returned over four times 
as much income above feed 
cost as cows producing 200 
pounds. 
Cows producing 500 pounds 
of butterfat provided this ex­ 
tra income even though they 
ate 
an 
average 
of 
1,600 
pounds more grain and 1,000 
pounds more hay equivalent 
than the 200-pound producers.
